tion and Remonſtrance was vulgarly reputed to be 
the Petition and Remonſtrance of rhe City of Loy. 
don, which the Petitioners conceiving to be a great 
calumny upon themſelves,and City; and defiring tg 
be vindicated fromthat umpuration, and to free 
themſelves from the generall 04ium of rhe King. 
dome(which the Peritioners feared they might [uſt. 
ly incurre in caſethe ſaid imputation- ſhould not be 
Speedily removed and as well to-giue ſatisfaRtion 
untothis preſent age,as to inform poſterity,that they 
doe utterly difſclaime- that Petition and Remon- 
ſtrance,have lately taken upon them - the boldneſſe 
to preſent unto your Honours-an humble Petition of 
a contrary nature,which having had gratious admit. 
trance your Petitioners are thereby encouraged a- 
oaine to make theſe their humble addreſlcs to this 
Honourable aſlembly,

That whilſt divers of the Petitioners. on Wedne!: 
day the ſeaventh of this inſtant December, were 
peaceably endeavouring to- promote their Petition 
tothis High Court, the ſaid Petition was-taken from 
them by colour of a pretended Warrant from the 
Lord Major of London ; and one of the Petitione:s 
impriſoned: 

The next day divers of them being aſſembled in 
Guild-Hal| for the better advancing of the ſaid Pc 
Lition,

tition; a Troope of Horſe was brought thither a+ 
gainſt them ro diſturbe the buſincfle, and ro deterre 
the Petitioners; which Troope violently and unex- 
pectedly ruthed in upon the Petitioners in a very for- 
midable, and threatening manner, with drawne 
ſwords, to the dreaifull apprehenſion of the Petitio- 
ners, whereby many of them were put to flight for 
their preſervation, | 

That upon Munday following, by the conſent of 
the Petitioners, and according to a former promiſe 
made by ſome of them unto the Lord Major, and at 
his requeſt, a certaine number of them ( unweapon- 
ed)met at Guild-hall,to defire the concurrence of his 
Lordſhip, the Aldermen, and Common: Counſell 
of the Citty to the ſaid Petition, intending from 
thence immediately to repaire, and preſent the ſame 
tothis Honourable Aſſembly... , 

Noſooner were they met,and a Committee of the 
Petitioners appointed to attend the Court of Alder. 
men, and Common-Councell, but immediately 
thereupon ( as-if the Petitioners had beene deſtina- 
ted to be burchered)about twenty Souldiers ſudden- 
ly with drawne {words entered the (aid Guild: Hall, 
preſſing in upon the Petitioners (being all unarmed) 
and brandiſhing their ſwords-to the great affright- 
ment, and amazement of the Petitioners,cryed, On, 
On, Strike now or never;Let us deſtroy theſe Malig- 
nant dogges, that would have Peace: Ler us cut the 
throats of theſe Papiſt Rogues:and accordingly in a 
moſt cruell and barbatous manner, fell upon the Pe. 
titioners,and drave them up together, beating, hew-

ing, and grievouſly wounding diverſe of them with. 


out cauſe or mercy, and had not ſome of the Petitio- 
ners (though with apparent danger of their lives) 
reſolutely cloſed with the ſaid Souldiers, and difar. 
medthem,much more bloud had beene ſhed (andin 
all probability) many a man flaine. 

When the Petitioners had maſtered theſe Soul- 
diers, to prevent further danger, they ſhut the Hall 
doores, which other Souldiers which were without 
attempted to hinder, but not prevailing, a Troope of 
horſe being preſent inthe yard neere the Hall, came 
in a terrible manner to the Hall doores, and the 
horfe-men with their piſtols, and drawne ſwords in 
their hands, demaiided, and forceably endeavoured 
entrance;- but being denyed, and not being ableto 
force'open the doores wereexceedingly enraged, & 
one of them with a Piſtoll or Carbine thot one of the 
Peritioners inthe face through the wicket or key- 


| hole of the doore, whereby hee was very ſore hurt, 


and his life endangered. Another of the Petitioners 


"having eſcaped out of the Hall, as hee was paſſing 


through the horſemen, one of them with a Pole-axe, 
without any provocation,gave him a fearfull wound 
inthe head, even unto death ( as is believed: ) Ano. 
ther being in the yard there, and ſaying that hee ho- 
ped to ſee peace for all this , was therefore ſtrucke 
upon the head by another of the Souldiers, and pitti- 
tully wounded. | 
Andleſt any ſhould eſcape in ſafety, command 
wasgived by capraine Harvey that a Company of 
Horſe ſhould ſpeedily go watchthe backe paſlages, 
and co piſtoll any man that ſhould iſſue p_ ;

Diverſe howrez did the Pecicioners remaine inthis 
deſperarecandician,crying and calling to the Lord 
Major,Court of Aldermen,and Common-Councel, 
(being all this time in conſultation with the Com- 
mittee of Petitioners with. their. doores ſhut upon 
them) beſeeching and imploring their proteRion 
with continuall knocking at their doore,bur a ſtrange 
deafneſſe poſſeſſed them,and the Petitioners remai- 
ned remedileſſe,and inthe meane time two. pieces of 
Ordinance were broughtto the gate to have. forced 
openthe doores of the Hall, whereby the Petitioners 
_ have beene made 1yable to all manner of 
cruelty. | | 

Bur the Petitioners having timely: advertiſement 
thereof by a ſtranger; were neceffirated to clearc the 
doore, 8& to fly up tothe Common-Councell cham- 
ber,and thruſt open their doore for proteRion,& tor 
feare of being murdered: and diverſe of them,being 
menofgood quality, were fo diſtreſſed through ap- 
prehen{1o0n of'that danger, that they were conſtrai- 
ned to beg for their lives, 

Whereupon the Petitioners beſought the prote- 
gion of the ſaid Court, and to be diſmiſſed thence 
in ſafety: which at length was granted, and no ſooner 
were they departed thence, but preſently many ar- 
med men.(as if they. had layen in wait on purpoſe) 
purſued: ſome of them with drawne ſwords and bit-+ 
terexecrations, whereof the rude multitude taking 
advantage,did hale,kicke,beate,reproach,and inhu- 
manely abuſe them,crying our, hang them,curt their 
tiroats, with divers other dangerous incitations,in- 
ſomuch

ſomuch that one of the petitioners being drivetiup 
to the top of the liouſeto avoid their cruelty, was en+ 
forced (for the preſervation ot his life) evidently to 
endanger it,by1eaping from one houſe top to an- 
other, whilſt athers by che monſtrous. violence of 
the tumule were dragged and hurried to-priſon with- 


out cauſe or warrant. ' 


Of theſe and other grievowsinormities of 1his natare,with. 
out any offence or provecation given by the Petitioners, 
the Remonſtrants have abounaant proofe ; and do miſt 
humbly beſeechyour Honours,that ſo fear fall an outrage 
may receive ſuch examination and puniſhment, and 
that thePelitioners mdy bave ſuch protedtion for ſafety 
of their lives, with liberty tg exerciſe their trades and 
fanttions, 4s to your Honourable and grave wiſedomes
